nt of the fire-alarm service, Mr. 
Stout thought that the salary was too 
large for the amount of work required, 
and Mr. Rayner was called on to express 
his views on the subject. He said that 
It had been publicly stated that there 
waa a lack of economy in the manage¬ 
ment of the Fire Department. He was 
a member of the Committee when 
$200 salary waa fixed. Hs thought 
that $100 was sufficient with the ad¬ 
ditional allowance of $3 per day for 
lime work. This last expense, Mr. 
Rayner said, was problematical. The 
line required very little attention last 
year, and the principal part of the 
Superintendent’s work oonslsted in look¬ 
ing after the batteries in the tower at 
the Truck House. f 

Mr. Stout said he was familiar enough 
with the work of caring for a battery to 
know that It was not worth $100 per 
year to do it. The modern Improved 
batteries required very little attention. 
If this town had any other kind they 
had better be thrown out and new ones 
procured. He was under the impres¬ 
sion that, the principal expense in 
maintaining the fire-alarm was the line 
work. 

Mr. Rayner gave a detailed statement 
of the work required in attending the 
batteries. The appointment of a Super¬ 
intendent was laid over until the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Beach said in connection with his 
appointment of sub-committees that he 
wished it distinctly understood that no 
executive power waa delegated to suoh 
committees. They were simply to re¬ 
port snd recommend to the whole Com¬ 
mittee, who would determine what 
action, should be finally taken. Mr. 
Beach said if that rule was properly 
understood snd followed out the Com¬ 
mittee would not find Itself confronted 
with s lot of unpaid bills at the end of 
the year and appropriations overrun. 

Mr. Stout expressed himself with 
emphasis In favor of the suggestion of 
Mr. Beach, and he hoped that the 
present Committee would make every 
endeavor to keep within the appropria- 
Mom. ’ 

Bonds of the Collector, Assessor, 
Overseer of Poor, and Constables were 
presented for approval and referred to 
the Legal Committee. 

Mr. Stout, In accepting the position of 
Treasurer, said that the Committee 

would have to find bondsmen for that 
officer. 

The salary list waa fixed the same as 
last year, with the exception of an In¬ 
crease of $60 to the Overseer ot the 
Poor. The Collector’s salary Is $1,200; 
Assessor, $700; Clerk. $400; Overseer of 
Poor, $450; Chief Engineer, $100. 

Mr. Stout stated that In making out 
the salary list the Treasurer had been 
overlooked. The Committee, he said, 
were quick to speak about a bond, but 
were slow to speak about a salary. Mr. 
Stout asked whst salary th# Treasurer 
received last year. Mr. Gilbert replied 
that he did not receive any. Mr. Stout 
moved that it be made the same this 
year. The motion was unanimously 
carried. 

On motion of Mr. Stout a rule was 
adopted prohibiting smoking In the 
Committee room during the sessions of 
the Committee. 

Mr. Oakes spoke in favor of the ap¬ 
pointment of some competent man to 
act as Inspector of the road and side¬ 
walk work. Mr. Oakes said that over 
$30,000 was to be expended in such 
work this year, and members of the Com¬ 
mittee oould not afford to spend their 
time In giving ft the personal attention 
that It required. 

Mr. Stout approved of Mr. Oakes’s 
suggestion, and Mr. Beach also favored 
It. 

The Road Commutes was directed to 
select some suitable man for the position 
snd report at the next meeting. The 
Clerk was directed to post notices call¬ 
ing the sidewalk district meetings for 
the appropriation of sidewalk grading 
funds. The first district will meet in 
Day's store, Brookdale; the second In 
William Colfax’s store; third, Orchard 
Street depot; fourth, Glenwood Avenue 
depot—all the meetings to be held on 
Monday evening. May 9, at 8 o'clock. 

John W. Stewart and others petitioned 
for the extension of ths water main from 
Broad Street through Baldwin Street 
and along Ridgewood Avenue. Mr. 
Stewart said that ths property-owners 
Interested had been trying for a long 
time to have the water Introduced there, 
and the Water Company had agreed to 
pat down the main, providing the Town 
Committee would erect four hydrants 
on ths extension, 

William A. Baldwin said thsrs was 
tronbls with ths water supply at Brook- 
side School, and If a main was laid 
through Baldwin Street ths Trustees 
could introduce the city water into the 
school building. 

Mr. Beach thought perhaps It would 
be possible to secure the lower rate 
charged to Rant Orange for hydrants, 
which to $31 per year. 

The matter was referred to the Water 
Committee with power. ’ 

An extension of the water main on 
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Williamson Avenue, south from Belle¬ 
ville Avenue, was requested, and, this 
petition was also referred to the Water 
Committee with power. 

A petition tor a gas lamp,!; water 
hydrant, and crosswalk at the junction 
of Manila and Midland Arena#* was 
also received, and a crosswalk o^ the 
south side of State Street, aeross Park 
Avenue, was asked for. 

Residents of Clark Street petitioned 
for the macadamizing of that street. 

F. 8. Benson and others petitioned for 
the macadamizing of Highland Avenne. 
Mr. Benson presented the petition in 
person, and called attention to the fact 
that Committeemen Rayner and Beach 
were interested In property there. Mr. 
Beach remarked that this fact would 
not help the petition any. 

A large number of bills were presented 
by the Poormaster, to which the Com¬ 
mittee devoted considerable attention. 

Mr. Voorhees asked for 
structlons regarding the poor 
He said the matron was about to leave, 
and as there was only one inmate he 
desire lj to know whether or not he 
should keep it open. The matter was 
referred to the Poor Committee. 

Bills were presented from the Superin¬ 
tendent of the County Insane Asylum 
for the board of Nicholas Drey fuss and 
Edward J. Beames. 

The Committee were of the opinion 
that the county tax covered all expense 
for township inmates of the asylum, snd 
the matter was referred for investiga¬ 
tion. 

William Baldwin of Spruce Street, 
called attention to the bad croaslng at 
the junction of Beaoh and Spruce 8treets. 
The Chairman directed him to make his 
complaint In writing. 

Engineer Basset requested the Com¬ 
mittee to inform the Orange officials at 
what poiot Bloomfield desired to in¬ 
tercept the union outlet sewer and what 
capacity of main would be used. - The 
matter was referred to the Sewer Com¬ 
mittee, and at the request of Mr. Bay- 
uer the Sewer Committee was directed 
to procure typewritten copies of all the 
documents relating to/he sews# con¬ 
tract. 

An invitation from William S. Pierson 
Post, G. A. R., to participate In the 
Decoration Day celebration was received 
and filed. 

| Mr. Biayuer aUtcd that 11 m Fire De¬ 
partment bad received a similar In¬ 
vitation, but as there was no ordinance 
governing the Department be doubted 
whether the Committee had power to 
order out the Department for parade 
purposes. The matter waa referred to 
Chief Engineer Johnson to consult the 
members of the Department, they to 
use their own discretion In the matter. 

Mr. Rayner made application for the 
return of Maggie Crouse's license fee to 
her. Mr. Rayner said the circumstances 
in the case justified such action on the 
part of the Committee. Mrs. Croose 
had paid $150 for s license, and the 
Court bad revoked It on account of 
irregularities in the application. The 
money was in the hands of the 
county offloials awaiting the action of 
the Town Committee of this town. The 
Committee referred the matter to the

Town Counsel, and on his approval the 
money will be paid over to Mrs. Croose.

fHS SALOON QUESTION. 


SUBSTANCE OF THE REV. MR. COOK'S 
SERMON LAST SUNDAY EVENING. 


Wkat It Is la Bloomfield—How Llcensea 
are Obtained—Who Sign Application*— 
gome FaeU About Sunday Drinking. 
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Last Sunday evening the Baptist 
Church was filled with a congregation 
anxious to hear the Rev. C. A. Cook’s 
second sermon on the saloons. 8ever&l 
leading temperance workers of the town 
were present, and were evidently pleased 
with the treatment of the subject. The 
text was from Hab. 2:15: “Woe unto him 
that giveth his neighbor drink, that 
puttest thy bottle to him, and makest 
him drunken also.” The following is 
the substance pf the sermon: The word 
of Ood contains most solemn utterances 
against the traffic In Intoxicating drink, 
and against the sin of drunkenness. The 
great snd holy God has put the whole 
traffic* in into&lcating drink under a 
terrible ban. And who that reflects for 
a moment upon the sad and bitter effects 
of tb$ sale of intoxloatlng drink, both 
upon the men or women who sell it, or 
ose to whom it is sold, can fail 
ff literally and terribly this woe 
upon It everywhere! What 
hess follows In its wake wherev- 
o is tolerated by the people! 
.that where the saloon keeper 
altogether deadened his con- 
his abominable business, there 
times when his soul loathes the 
deadly work In which he is engaged, and 
hehlffiself is filled with wretchedness 
snd woe. The saloon keeper oannot 
escape the Divine judgment by blaming 
the m^n who buys the drink, or the 
govengnent that gives him his license. 
No license which all the governments in 
the world could give man free them 
from their personal responsibility to 
God. It Is written, “We must all ap¬ 
pear before the Judgment seat of Christ," 
and ifho of all men on earth will have 
so much to answer for as the man who 
sells rum, which makes men drunkards 
snd criminals, blights the lives of hun¬ 
dreds and oaness their eternal ruin. 

Still let us uot forget that those who 
are engaged in this business are our 
fsUow-msti, that they have souls, and 
that j>ylr souls are as precious as yours 
or mr. % that the Lord Jesus died to 
save them as certainly as he died to 
save any of us, and that there is pardon 
and salvation for them as for any one, 
if they will only forsake their sins snd 
accept the*e blessings. 

Let it b# clear to my hearers to-night 
and to this entire community that the 
pastor of the Baptist Church is not en¬ 
gaged in a movement to stir up the 
feelings of men against their fellow-men. 
It is the business and not the men who 
are engaged In It that we are attacking. 
And it Is because we desire the welfare 
of these very mea and of hundreds of 
others that we have been moved to take 
this present stand. 

Having referred to his previous sei- 
mon as dealing with the question 
generally, Mr. Oook said he desired to 
state a few plain facte about the saloon 
question in Bloomfield In particular. 

There are, he said, about thirty-five or 
forty places. Including grocery stores, 
where drink Is sold. The liquor grocery 
store was placed on the same level as 
the saloon. Ths fact that groceries are 
sold where drink Is sold cannot make 
the diink business respectable, though 
under the.cover of the respectability of 
the grocery business many a bottle of 
rum fe sold that I believe would not be 
sold If the customer had to go to ths 
saloon to get it. 

It was estimated tyat there are about 
thirty-five saloons In Bloomfield. With 
ths fruits of ths buslsess all are fa¬ 
miliar. I want you to know how It 
comes about that thsrs are so many 
places where drink is sold. 

At this point In the sermon Mr. Oook 
held up a printed paper on which was 
the list of names of applicants for 
lloenses for nineteen saloons, and the 
names of those who had signed the 
the applications, Attention was called 
to the fact that many whose names were 
down couldn’t write their own names, 
but the usual mark X was made by 
people who oannot write. Any Judge 
who allows such signatures as these to 
appear on petitions for lloenses invites 
forgeries, and I' am of the oonvlctlon 
that a number of lloenses are obtained 
on forosd signatures. The fact that a 
large number of the signatures were de- 
’ foreign .was strikingly pointed 
thf.prsa^er attempted to pro- 
some oHbe names, and spelled 
some others. It waa also stated that 
the names of church members were 
therd,’ snd that a member of the Town 
Committee had figntd two applications 
for licenses. 

The violations Inf the laws regulating 
the sale of drink [by selling to minors, 
by selling on Sunday, and by selling to 
men already intoxicated, was then taken 
number of facts were given 
tU what extent the Sunday 
business was carried on In the town. 



Lost summer the clerk of a New York 
wine house boarding In Bloomfield was 
offered $3 every Sunday by a promi¬ 
nent saloon keeper, if he would work for 
him in the afternoons. He wanted help, 
for he took In $300 every Sunday. A 
few Sundays ago 100 kegs of beer were 
consumed In Bloomfield. This would 
equal 12,800 glasses or enough to supply 
500 persons with 25 glasses eacb. This 
was no supposition, but bare facts. Nor 
Is such a thing at all impossible, for last 
night 93 persons were seen In .fight 
saloons, and this veryi afternoon 16 
carriages were seen at three saloons. 
Other facts equally startling were pre¬ 
sented which showed to what an extent 
drink is sold here on Sundays. 

In closing his sermon Mr. Cook ad¬ 
mitted that the enforcing of the liquor 
laws, the lessening ot the number of 
licensed places, the putting down of the 
saloon In any way is a most herculean 
task, a most perplexing problem. But 
because it is so are we willing that 
nothing whatever should be done? Is it 
true that the Christian people of this 
town are content with things as they 
are# or are willing for them to become 
worse and worse? Is it so that nothing 
whatever can be done to prevent the 
scenes of debauchery and lawlessness 
which have characterized this town of 
late years during the summer months? 
Do the people not care? I believe they 
do. I believe you are responsive to the 
appeal to take a stand against these 
evils. It is encouraging, said the 
preacher, that the local papers are in 
favor of this movement, and that they 
are willing to print what is said. Let 
all unite and something shall be done. 



FREE POSTAL DELIVERY. 


Bonadary Line* of the Dfutrlete—Carriers 
Appointed. 

Arrangements are progressing at the 
Post-office for the introduction of free 
delivery in June. Postmaster Hayes 
has fixed the boundary lines of the 
carriers’ districts as follows: Tbe south¬ 
ern district will begin at the Belleville 
line on Montgomery Street, and will In¬ 
clude both sides of that st reet to Frank¬ 
lin Street, to Washington Avenue, 
through the Centre, along Washington 
Avenue to Hillside Avenue, returning 
to Midland Avenue, taking in both sides 
of that street to the East Orange line. 
Wat messing Avenue will be tbe southern 
boundary of this district. 

The central district uill Include the 
territory north of Montgomery Street to 
Belleville Avenue; Orchard Street will 
be tbe eastern boundary, and a line ex¬ 
tending north from Ashland Avenue will 
form the western boundary. 

The northern district will Include 
Belleville Avenue and take in the terri¬ 
tory north to Bay Avenue between a 
line running north from Orchard Street 
on the east and north from Ashland 
Avenue on the west. 

Twenty-two boxes will be placed about 
town. The precise location of all of 
them has not as yet been determined on. 
The following are some of the points 
selected : Corner of Warren and Broad 
Streets, Maple and Broad, Belleville 
Avenue and Broad Street, Greenwood 
Lake Railway depot on Belleville Ave¬ 
nue, Williamson and Belleville Avenues, 
Monroe Place and Park Place, Washing¬ 
ton and Glenwood Avenues, one in front 
of the PDst-office, Orchard and Mont¬ 
gomery Streets, Franklin Hill, Orange 
Street and Bloomfield Avenue, Hill and 
Orange Streets, Watsesslng Station, 
Willow Street near the brook, Olenwood 
and Linden Avenues, Thomas and 
Washington Streets. The carriers se¬ 
lected are Samuel G. Hayter, Walter L. 
Tower and William Hall. Wallace W. 
Cadmus has been appointed a substitute.

EVANGELICAL UNION. 


Shoenthal's number is 312 Olenwood 
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A Plan for United Christian Work In 
Hloointield. 

It having been suggested In a anion 
meeting of the various churches, held in 
Westminister Presbyterian Church on 
Thursday, April 21, that a united effort 
should be made to more thoroughly 
evangelize the towih and to advance tbe 
interests of temperance and morality, 
a committee consisting of the pastors 
and a layman from each church was ap¬ 
pointed to consider the matter and 
formulate some plan of work to be re¬ 
ported at the next monthly union prayer¬ 
meeting. Jl 

The committee have held a meeting 
and will make the following report at 
the union meeting on May 19, in tbe 
Baptist Church. To best carry on the 
suggested work it is proposed that we 
organize a union as follows: 

Name.— The united organization of 
the churches for aggressive Christian 
work shall be called the Bloomfield 
Evangelical Union. 

Object.—T he object of this Union 
shall be to reach the entire community 
with the Gospel, to promote the cause of 
temperance, and to secure the better 
observance of the Lord’s day. 

Membership.— The Union shall con¬ 
sist of those churches of the town which 
consent to co-operate, and shall appoint 
their pastors and two members to act 
on a general committee of conference 
and co-operation. 

Work of Committee. —This com¬ 
mittee shall appoint its own officers and 
shall have general charge of the work 
that shall be undertaken. 

Forms of Work.—T he Union shall 
endeavor to attain its objects (a) by a 
system of house to bouse visitation of 
the entire community, ( b ) by public union 
evangelistic and temperance meetings, 
(r) by the distribution ot religious and 
temperance literature, and by such other 
means as it may be deemed best from 
time to time to adopt. 

Plan of Visitation.— The plan of 
house to bouse visitation shall be as 
follows: 

1. Divide the whole town into districts 
containing about 100 houses eacb. 

2. Divide each district Into fields con¬ 
taining not more than ten houses each. 

3. Appoint a supervisor for each dis¬ 
trict and a visitor for each field. 

4. Duty of Supervisons.—It shall be 
the duty of each supervisor to take 
charge of the visitation In his district, 
arrange the fields for the visitors, re¬ 
ceive the reports from the visitors, 
and report to the General Committee. 

5. Duty of Visitors.—It shall be the 
duty of the visitors to v isit every house 
in his field and report results to the 
supervisor, and thereafter such houses 
as may be designated by the supervisor, 
at least once a month. 

The appointment of the above super¬ 
visors and visitors shall be made by the 
General Committee. * l 

Plan of Public Meetings —The Union 
shall hold a monthly prayer meeting, If 
possible a Sunday afternoon meeting, 
and a union evangelistic service on Sun¬ 
day evening every three months. 

Sabbath Observance.—The Union shall 
seek to secure a better obeervance of 
the Lord’s day by fostering a stronger 
sentiment in its favor, and by securing 
as far as possible the dosing of all fruit, 
candy, cigar stores, barber shops, sods 
water fountains and saloons on the 
Lord's day. 

Finances.—All money necessary for 
the work of the union shall be raised by 
voluntary offerings presented at such 
times and ways as the committee may 
decide.
